He 
did not see Massell, and Supposed he 
had gone out on a collecting trip. He 
faw some bedding on fire in the furnt- 
ture room, and he poured water on the 
Names and extinguished them. He did 
not look further for Massell, and was 
rot aware that the man’s dead body 
was swinging from a rafter, within a 
few feet of him.

He was a 
small man, of swarthy complexion, with 
a short cut, black beard. He was sup- 
posed to be a Russian Jew. and was 
about thirty-five years of age. 


Said He Couldn’t Sleep. 

A few days ago, he went to the of- 
fice of the chief of police and stated 
to Clerk Patterson that he had not 
slept any for twelve months. He gaid 
hic. health was failing, and he did not 
expect to live long. It was noticed that 
his mind was affected when he began 
t» speak about officers of the law 
tounding him down for license. He had 
a terror of his ‘store’ being burglar- 
ized.

Storage Rule No. 6, as appears on page 33, 
of the Thirty-Second Annual Report of this 
Commission, is hereby repealed, and the fol- 
lowing rule substituted in lieu thereof 


Storage Rule No. 6. 

‘“Where a consignee shall give to the de- | 
livering carrier notice of his refifsal to accept | 
a shipment of freight properly tendered ~ in | 
pursuance of the bill of lading, the delivering 
catrier shall give to the consignor legal notice 
of such refusal, and if the consignor fails 
within three days thereafter to give direction 
for the disposition of such goods, he shall 
thenceforth become Hable to such carrier for 
the usual storage charges, to the same extei§, 
and at the same rate, as such charges are now, 
under like circumstances, by the rules of this 
cvmmission, imposed upon consignees who neg- 
lect or refuse, after notice of arrival, to re- 
move freight of like aharacter. 

“And where a consignee of freight either in 
car loads or less than car loads shall fail or | 
neglect to remove such freight within six | 
days after the expiration’ of free time, then 
the carrier shall, through the agent at point | 
of shipment, so notify the shipper, unless | 
the consignee has signified his acceptance of 
the property. Said notice may either be served 
personally or given by mail. 

“No such notice to the consignor, however, 
shall be required of a carrier company where 
gcods are shipped in less than car load lots, 
unles guch goods, or the packages containing | 
the same, shall legibiy bear the name and | 
address of the consignor thereof. 

‘A consignee who has once refused to ac- 
cept a consignment of goods shall not there- 
after be entitled to receive the same, except 
upon the payment of all charges for storage | 
which would otherwise have accrued.’
